THE  RESIDENTIAL  TAX  RATE  WILL  BE  REDUCED  FROM  $10.77  PER 
THOUSAND  IN  FY  1988  TO  $7.97  PER  THOUSAND  IN  FY  1989,  A  26% 
REDUCTION. 

2    THANKS  TO  LEGISLATION  SUPPORTED  BY  MAYOR  FLYNN  AND  ENACTED 
BY  MASSACHUSETTS  LEGISLATURE,  APPROXIMATELY  TWO  THIRDS  OF 
RESIDENTIAL  TAXPAYERS  WILL  SEE  DECREASE  IN  THEIR  TAX  BILL. 

WITHOUT  THE  NEW  CLASSIFICATION  BILL,  RESIDENTIAL  TAXES 
WOULD  HAVE  INCREASED  19%. 

3.  THE  CITY-WIDE  REVALUATION  WAS  COMPLETED  THE  EARLIEST  IN  THE 
CITY'S  RECENT  HISTORY. 

4.  OVER  134,000  PARCELS  OF  PROPERTY  ASSESSED  ACROSS  THE  CITY. 

5  THE  RESIDENTIAL  EXEMPTION,  WHICH  REDUCES  THE  TAX  BILL  OF 
8WNER-0CCUPIED  RESIDENTIAL  PROPERTIES,  WILL  NEARLY  DOUBLE, 
FROM  $149.26  IN  FY  1988  to  $287.18  FY  1989. 

6  THE  COMMERCIAL  TAX  RATE  WILL  RISE  FROM  $21.66  PER  THOUSAND 
IN  FY  1988  TO  $22.44  PER  THOUSAND  IN  FY  1989.
